The great, dark cloud which has 
enshrouded American business 
these past months, has begun to 
turn itself bright side out. 
A surv ey and analysis of con­ 
ditions from a majority of the 
states giv e ev idence that stabili­ 
ty, the most im portant present 
desire f business, is slowly but 
steadily being achiev ed.

Trustees of the Indiana state 
prison are defendants in a suit

labor may be used only to m anu­

that if a surplus is left it may be 
sold on the open market. The 
suit charges less than ten per 
cent of the shirts made in the 
prison are sold to gov ernment 
units, the remainder being sold 
for m arket distribution to the 
concern alleged to hav e the con­ 
tract with the trustees.

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FEAR AND WORLD PEACE 
Th e mind of th e m ilitarist works in a pecu liar 
to 
m anner. 
Th e ordinary m ortal cannot h ope 
u nderstand; all h e can do is watch and marvel, 
and pray th a t some day enligh tenm ent will come 
to h im. 
General Lu dendorff th e oth er day expressed 
h imself, once more, on th e cau ses of th e World 
W ar; and h e revealed h is sincere belief th at war 
came becau se Germ any was not su fficiently pie 
pared. 
To be su re, G erm any’s war strength in 1914 
nu mbered 5,000,000 soldiers. 
Bu t u niversal con­ 
scription, says th e general, existed in Germany 
-only 011 paper.” Th is imposing array of soldiery 
constitu ted only 54 percent of G erm any’s poten­ 
tial m an power. 
Fu rth erm ore, th e general says, oth er nations 
knew th a t Germany was neglecting h er defenses; 
knew th at sh e h ad nowh ere near as large an 
arm y as sh e m igh t h ave h ad. Th is, h e says, in­ 
du ced France and Ru ssia to provoke an attack on 
h er, in th e h ope th at th ey m igh t catch h er nap­ 
ping. G erm any’s m ilitary weakness, in fact, was 
a cau se of th e war, in th at it led Germany s ene­ 
mies to ju m p on h er. 
Th u s we are left to draw th e amazing conclu ­ 
sion th at if G erm any’s arm y in 1914 h ad only 
been composed of eigh t or nine million men, in­ 
stead of a measly five, th e peace of th e world 
wou ld h ave rem ained u nbroken. 
Absu rd as all of th is is, General Lu dendorff is 
merely expressing th e stock argu m ent of th e 
m ilitarists. Make you r m ilitary establish m ent so 
overwh elmingly strong th at no one will even 
dream of making war on you , and you are safe; 
th at is th e credo. General Lu dendorff h as simply 
expressed it in its most extreme form. 
Th e argu m ent does not go over as well now as 
it did a generation ago. A world impelled by fear 
to keep th e peace does not look attractive nowa­ 
days, and th ere are more people th an th ere u sed 
to be to su spect th at su ch a peace wou ld be u n­ 
stable. 
Fear, a u sable force in world affairs, is 
selling at a new low. 
We h ave not yet carried th is new attitu de far 
enou gh , h owever. 
In domestic affairs we still 


lean on th e power of fear. We plan to keep crime 
down by m aking people afraid to break th e law 
We plan to keep pu blic officials h onest by h old­ 
ing over th em th e fear of being cau gh t ch eating 
We try to make ou r neigh bors th ink and talk as 
th e m ajority th inks and talks, for fear of a h os­ 
tile pu blic sentim ent. 
Will a time come wh en we take as sensible an 
attitu de toward th e u se of fear in th ese fields as 
we are now beginning to take in th e field of in­ 
ternational relations? 
If and wh en it does we 
sh all h ave an infinitely h ealth ier society.

For every h older of property th ere are 
a nu m ber of dependents wh o are legal as well as 
moral sh arers of th is property. 
Sixty-five per cent of th e national w ealth of 
th e United States is in real estate. 
T h at it is 
-cornered” to any su ch extent as su ch figu res 
wou ld indicate is clearly incorrect. Th e valu e of 
farm lands and live stock, exclu sive of th e 
am ou nt of mortgages u pon th em , is nearly one- 
sixth of th e total national wealth , and few farm ­ 
ers presu mably are to be nu m bered among th e 
-m alefactors of great w ealth .” 
Th e per capita 
wealth of Idah o, as far back as 1922, was $3,301, 
dou ble w h at it was in 19 12, and fou r h u ndred 
dollars per capita above th e national average. 
Do fou r per cent of th e people of Idah o own 7 5 
per cent of th e state’s wealth ?

able earmarks of a Progressive, 
scandalized nearly all the other 
Progressives by asserting that he 
had decided that the primary sys­ 
tem was a failure. 
2. The legislatures of Minne­

Montana considered 
measures which would have done 
away with their state-wide pri­ 
maries. 
3* Progressive Republicans, fol­ 
lowing the recent Progressive con­ 
ference here, considered the sug­ 
gestion to enter an opponent to 
President Hoover in most or all 
of the 17 states which have presi­ 
dential primaries in 19 32. 
Voters Take Little Interest 
Arguments against the direct 
primaries are, briefly: Voters take 
little interest in political contests 
until election time. Party respon­ 
sibility is essential and the. pri­ 
mary system enables parties to 
shirk responsibility although po­ 
litical leaders are nevertheless 
Btill able to control the system. 
Small minorities can dominate 
nominations through the primary. 
Often the best available men for 
office refuse to enter such a hurly- 
burly free-for-all as a primary. 
The system results in election of 
Incompetents. 
It requires large 
expenditures of money. 
The principal answers to that 
sort of thing are: Primaries are 
the only means the people have 
to express their preference; with- 
out them they must choose be­ 
tween two boss-picked candidates 
between whom there is often little 
choice.^ The system h as often en­ 
abled the voters to oust 
reaction- 
ir ym e n who have 
“sold out” to 
the selfish interests which aoipi- 
p ar t y organizations.

brought an end to the * .good old 
party convention” which * ras char­ 
acterized by corruption.v-bribery, 
vote buying and promises of pat­ 
ronage. 
The political bosses can 
always control a convention, but 
they can’t always control a pri­ 
mary. 
Poor men whom the peo­ 
ple really want in office don’t have 
to spend much money aftd wealthy 
crooks who spend large sums to 
be nominated in primaries have to 
spend them more honestly than 
they used to on conventions. 
Smith Draws Fire 
A1 Smith deeply pained many of 
his Progressive friends by declar­ 
ing against th e primaries. A1 said 
that he h ad originally th ou gh t the 
primaries a grand th ing, but th at 
18 years of experience h ad con­ 
vinced him oth erwise. 
He soon 
learned, however, th at It was tak­ 
ing more th an 18 years to con­ 
vince most of the oth er old friends 
of 
primaries.

Smith h ad lined' h imself u p with 
all the political bosses in th e cou n­

His was the first widely pu b­

Springfield, 111., M arch 25 
(AP)—'The Illinois state senate 
today passed the bill repealing 
the state’s prohibition laws. 
The measure, already passed 
by the house, now goes to the 
governor. The vote was 26 to 24. 
The bill, one of the shortest 
ever enacted by an Illinois legis­ 
lature, would repeal the state 
prohibition law and the search 
and seizure act. 
In effect, it 
would withdraw all state sup­ 
port from the federal govern­ 
m ent in fighting the illicit m anu­ 
facture and traffice in intoxi­ 
cating liquor. 
Passage of the O’Grady-M c- 
Derm ott bill, nam ed for its spon­ 
sors in the house and senate, fol­ 
lowed a day of oratory and was 
presaged shortly before the final 
roll call by defeat of a dry m eas­ 
ure 
to 
attach 
a referendum 
clause. The vote on the referen­ 
dum was also 26 to 24. 
The attitude of Senator Adel- 
bert Roberts, Negro, held the sen­ 
ate in tense expectancy until 
his vote for the repeal bill was 
cast. At recess time he had de­ 
clared he was in doubt w hether 
he would vote "dry" as he al­ 
ways had or change as he be­ 
lieved he should and vote “wet.” 
"Not according to the dictates 
of my conscience,” Senator Rob­ 
erts said in explaining his vote, 
• but to obey the m andate of vot­ 
ers in my district, I vote ‘aye.’ ”

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FEAR AND WORLD PEACE 


The mind of the militarist works in a peculiar 


manner. The ordinary mortal cannot hope to 
understand; all he can do is watch and marvel, 
and pray that some day enlightenment will come 
to him. 


General Ludendorfl the other day expressed 


himself, once more, on the causes of the World 
War; and he revealed his sincere belief that war 
came because Germany was not sufficiently pre- 
pared. 


To be sure, Germany's war strength in 1914 


numbered 5,000,000 soldiers. But universal con- 
scription, says the general, existed in Germany 
"only on paper." This imposing array of soldiery 
constituted only 54 per^ cent of Germany's poten- * 
tial man power. 


Furthermore, the general says, other nations 


knew that Germany was neglecting her defenses; 
knew that she had nowhere near as large an 
army as she might have had. This, he says, in- 
duced France and Russia to provoke an attack on 
her, in the hope that they might catch her nap- 
ping. Germany's military weakness, in fact, was 
a cause of the war, in that it led Germany's ene- 
mies to jump on her. 


Thus we are left to draw the amazing conclu- 


sion that if Germany's army in 1914 had only 
been composed of eight or nine million men, in- 
stead of a measly five, the peace of the world 
would have remained unbroken. 


Absurd as all of this is, General Ludendorff is 


merely expressing the stock argument of the 
militarists. Make your military establishment so 
overwhelmingly strong that no one will even 
dream of making war on you, and you are safe; 
that is the credo. General Ludendorff has simply 
expressed it in Its most extreme form. 


The argument does not go over as well now as 


it did a generation ago. A world impelled by fear 
to keep the peace does not look attractive nowa- 
days, and there are more people than there used 
to be to suspect that such a peace would be un- 
stable. Fear, a usable force in world affairs, is 
selling at a new low. 


We have not yet carried this new attitude far 


enough, however. In domestic affairs we still 


lean on the power of fear-. We plan to keep crim 
down by making people afraid to break the law 
We plan to keep public officials honest by hold 
ing over them the fear of being caught cheating 
We try to make our neighbors think and talk a. 
the majority thinks and talks, for fear of a hos 
tile public sentiment. 


Will a tune come when we take as sensible an 


attitude toward the use of fear in these fields as 
we are now beginning to take in the field of in- 
ternational relations? If and when it does we 
shall have an infinitely healthier society. 


ECONOMIC ARITHMAGIC 


In a speech at the recent p^gressive confer- 


ence at Washington, Senator Borah declared that 
75 per cent of the wealth of the United States is 
in the hands of four per cent of the American 
people. 


Statements of this kind are frequently made; 


the source of Rich figures is not given. Half of 
the people of the United States are under 21 
years of age, and do not figure much as property 
owners. For every holder of property there are 
a number of dependents who are legal as well as 
moral sharers of this property. 


Sixty-five per cent of the national wealth of 


the United States is in real estate. That it is 
••cornered" to any such extent as such figures 
would indicate is clearly incorrect. The value of 
farm lands and live stock, exclusive of the 
amount of mortgages upon them, is nearly one- 
sixth of the total national wealth, and few farm- 
ers presumably are to be numbered among the 
-malefactors of great wealth." The per capita 
wealth of Idaho, as far back as 1922, was $3,301, 
double what it was in 1912, and four hundred 
dollars per capita above the national average. 
Do four per cent of the people of Idaho own 75 
per cent of the state's wealth? 


Persons paying federal taxes hi 1927 on in- 


comes of $10,000 or over received, according to 
the figures printed in the World Almanac, about 
ten per cent of the national income. This does 
not seem to fit in very well with this theory that 
four per cent of the people own 75 per cent of 
the national wealth.

-University, Va. (AP.)—Tad- 
poles' tails are telling University 
of Virginia scientists a new story 
of first aid for nerves.

In effect, it 
would withdraw all state sup- 
port from the federal govern- 
ment hi fighting the illicit manu- 
facture and traffice in intoxi- 
cating liquor. 


Passage of the O'Grady-Mc- 


Dermott bill, named for its spon- 
sors in the house and senate, fol- 
lowed a day of oratory and was 
presaged shortly before the final 
roll call by defeat of a dry meas- 
ure to attach a referendum 
clause. The vote on the referen- 
dum was also 26 to 24. 


The attitude of Senator Adel- 


bert Roberts, Negro, held the sen- 
ate in tense expectancy until 
his vote for the repeal bill was 
cast. At recess tune he had de- 
flared he was in doubt whether 
he would vote "dry" as he al- 
ways had or change as he be- 
lieved he should and vote "wet." 


"Not according to the dictates 


of my conscience," Senator Rob- 
erts said in explaining his vote,

(AP)—The new giant X-ray tube 
which produces artificial radium 
rays nearly as potent as the en- 
tire world supply of radium, has 
treated its first patient. 


The new tube, after its trial at 


the California Institute of Tech- 
nology here yesterday, was said 
to have given off X-rays almost 
three times as powerful as any 
previously used in healing, the 
first of sufficient intensity to 
penetrate1 a malignant growth in 
*any part of the body. 


The rays from the equipment, 


designed by Dr. C. C. Lauritsen, 
are deflected through a small 
tube to the patient. 
The X-ray operated at 600,000 


volts. The previous highest in- 
tensity used in treating human 
beings was less than 250,000.
